In some cases a disease has grown 
less because the people who were most susceptible 
have caught it and died, before passing the tend- 
ency to their children, leaving the rest of the 
population more resistant than otherwise. An ex- 
ample of this is tuberculosis. However, this would 
not hold true of a disease such as cancer, which 
occurs after the child-bearing period. 

It is always interesting to note changes such as 
the ones I have mentioned. In days to come you 
may tell your children of some disease familiar to 
you now, which will then be so unusual that they 
may never have heard of it. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Miss Georgia Y. writes: “Please 
tell me if any of the following foods are fattening: 
Oatmeal, porridge, raw prunes, bran, canned fruits, 
canned vegetables, soups, preserved ginger, tea, and 
skimmed milk. Also, what may I substitute for 
bread? I am always hungry after dinner if I do 
not eat bread. Is ordinary brown bread fattening?” 

ANSWER: Anything that is of a high caloric 
food value, such as oatmeal, porridge, bread, eream 
and butter may be considered fattening. The other 
foods you inquire about are not especially fattening 
except when a large amount of sugar is used as 
might be the case with canned fruits or preserved 
ginger.

OTTAWA, May 29.—With pros- 
pects of another session in the 
fall, in their minds, members of 
parliament today were homeward 
bound after a session lasting near- 


ly seven and a half months, had 
closed. 

With a whirlwind finish, parlia- 
ment passed the contentious redis- 
tribution bill late Saturday after 
noon and was prorogued in the eve- 
ning by the Governor-General 

Liberals maintained to the end 
their opposition to the bill re-map- 
ping the 245 federal constituencies, 
but were outvoted by the govern- 
ment forces 45 to 15. 

Several last minute changes were 
made by the administration, includ- 
ing one to the riding of Prince Al- 
bert, represented in the house by 
Rt. Hon. Mackenzie King, leader of 
the Liberals 

Opinions differed on the prob- 
able outcome of the next clection 
in Prince Albert, the general 
opinion being it would be fair 
| fighting ground for both parties. 
CEREMONIES SIMPLE 

Prorogation ceremonies were with- 


out the fuss and feathers of 4 
formal opening The Governor 


General arrived on Parliament Hill 
with motorcycle policemen substi- 
tuting for the usual cavalry escort, 
|'The red-walled senate chamber pre- 
leented a strange contrast between 
the brilliant uniforms oi the mili- 
tary aides who surrounded the Gov- 
ernor General, the gold-braided 
Windsor uniforms of Prime Minister 
R. B. Bennett and Senate Leader 
Arthur Meighen and the senators 
and members in business suits of 
sreys, blacks and browns and a few 
women in afternoon dresses who 
had seats on the floor of the senate 
The galleries were not crowded 

The speech from the throne was 
a resume of the important legisla- 
tion passed at the session, but con- 
trary to expectations, it made no 
mention of the world economic 
conference at which the prime 
minister will represent Canada 
and which may be the cause of a 
full session of parliament. 
SCHEDULES PASSED 

It was the only Saturday sitting 
of the session and was devoted to 
a day-long debate of the redistribu- 
tion bill, With less than five min- 


utes’ debate, the schedules for 
British Columbia, Alberta, Mani- 
toba, New Brunswick, Prince Ed- 


ward Island and the Yukon terri- 
tory were passed 

After two and a half hours of 
debate, the Quebec schedules were 
passed and, later in the day, those 
for Saskatchewan. One change was 
made in Quebec, a portion of the 
Montreal riding of St. Mary was 
transferred to St. James, and in 
Saskatchewan, the name the 
riding of Redberry
